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1 . Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches or fairly suggest applicant's claimed invention for the reasons 
stated in applicant's amendment and response filed on 05/17/04 and examiner's 
reasons set forth below. 

Independent claim 27 

3. Usher et al discloses a base having a lamp channel 18 for receiving a lamp 14. 
An electrically conductive contact member has a first portion 30 and second portion 26. 
The first portion 30 of the contact member is arranged in the lamp channel for 
contacting the lamp. The second portion 26 of the contact member contacts an 
electrical conductor in the track frame. A retention piece 19 secures the contact 
member within the base. 

4. However Usher et al doesn't disclose "an adaptor portion connected to the base, 
the adaptor portion having a retention piece channel for receiving the retention piece, 

wherein the contact member further comprises a third portion connecting the first 
portion to the second portion, the third portion arranged in the retention piece channel." 
as now claimed in claim 27. 

Independent claim 35 

Regarding claim 35, Usher et al discloses a means, having a lamp channel 18, 
for receiving a lamp 14 within the lamp channel. Means, for contacting the lamp (26 
and 28) in the lamp channel and for removably contacting an electrical conductor (29 
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and 30) in the track frame; and means 17 and 21 (resilient) for securing the contacting 
means with the receiving means; a retaining channel 17, for retaining the securing 
means within the retaining channel; 

However, Usher et al doesn't disclose "wherein the retaining channel means 
further comprises means for engaging with the track frame." as now claimed in 
applicant's independent claim 35.
